LORD ROSEBERY HANDS OUT 
BITTER CRITICISM 


Declares that British Budget Sought to 
Establish an Inquisition Unknown | 
in Great Britain and is a Tyranny 
Unknown to Mankind—Prevailing | 
Opinion Would Seem That the Fate | 
of the Finance Bill is Sealed. 


Glasgow.—Spenaking here in denunci- | 
ation of the Lloyd George budget, | 
Lord Rosebery asked the cabinet min- | 
isters who were once his colleagues | 
how they would have appreciated Mr. | 
Gladstone with such a budget. In} 
Gladstone's eyes liberalism and liber- 
ty were cognate terms—they were twin | 
sisters. Speaking as an old Liberal, 
he asked if the government had not 
given away the cause of free trade. He} 
would despair if this budget was the 
only alternative to tariff reform and | 
many probably would cease to defend | 
the doctrine of free trade. The budget 
sought to establish an inquisition un- 
known in Great Britain, a tyranny | 
unknown to mankind. 

Why was the Liberal government so 
hostile to individual liberty and so 
martial to beaucracy. This was not 
Jiberalisty, but Socialisin, and he had 
come to the conclusion that the gov- 
ernment'’s policy was Machiavalan. 
With the object of stirring the house 
of lords to throw out the finanee bi'l, 
the government was allying itself with 
the Socialists. Many of his friends

Lord Rosebery characterised — the 
budget as a “revolution which put the 
future of Great Britain in the melting 
pot and which in the best: interests 
of the nation should not become law.”

PAIGNTON’S BIG PUDDING, 


Devonshire Town Revives Old Chari. 
able Custom This Month. 


The tiny resort of Paignton in 
Devonshire will this month revive a 
curious historical festival. Centuries 
jigo it was the custom there to make 
a huge pudding for distribution 
among the poor. In later yeurs, how- 
ever, it was only made on the occa: 
| sion of some important event. On 
the conclusion of the Continental 
Wars, which ended with Waterloo,

| anniversary of the occasion when the 
pudding was last made in honor of 
i the opening of the railway. 

| A somewhat similar custom is ob- 
} served at Denby Dale, near Hudders- 
| field, where for over a hundred years 
| the inhabitants have baked large pies 
'im commemoration of remarkable 
) events. As far back as the recover 

| of George III. the practice prevailed, 
and another occasion was the con 
| clusion of peace between England and 
| France in 1815, when the pie  con- 
j tained half a sheep, twenty fowls, 
and half a sack of flour. To celebrate 
her late Majesty's Jubilee a pie was 
| baked in a dish weighing Idewt. It 
was # feet in diameter, 2 feet in depth, 
and the total weight was over two 
| tons. The cost was £250, and it was 
drawn by ten horses, 
the pie when cut was found to be un- 
}entable, and another was made in 
| the following September, when more 
than 2,000 persons partook of it.

Beginnings of the Restaurant.

shops. The famous Eust Cheap was
